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MAYOR BEARD 
TENDERS HIS 
RESIGNATION 

Mayor Beard perpetrated a surprise 
at the close of last night s meeting of 
the board of city trustees by handing 
in his resignation as a member of the 
board, to take effect at once. It had 
b«en a long Besslon. well attended at 
the start, and with an unusual amount 
of excitement. And then along about 
midnight when the other members of 
the board thought they were through 
and ready to go home. Chairman Beard 
made his little announcement und 
handed over the written resignation 
which he pulled from an Inside pocket. 

Reasons given by Mr. Beard for his 
resignation were the near approach of 
the mountain camping season, which 
would require him to be absent from 
the city most of the summer. Being 
unable to keep in touch with affairs or 
to uttend the meetings regularly he 
(alt it would be best to make room fur 
another. Trustee Johuson started to 
express regret at losing Mr. Beard's 
valuable ser\Ices but was shut oil' 
by Mr. Beard who wanted no tlowers. 
Mr. Johnson promised to have a large 
bunch on hand at the meeting next 
Thursday night to which time action on 
the resignation was deterred. 

Bids Received 

Healed bids were received und upelied 
for the improvement of South tierinosa 
avenue und for Adams street north of 
rlighiand. Six contractors bid on each 
job, and the figures were so close as 
lo make careful computation necessary 
to tell whu was low man. Final action 
on the acceptance or rejection of the 
bids was deferred until next Thursduy 
night, when City Engineer Blxby will 
report on the bids. 

Bridge Bids Close 

tiarvey H. Stelnberger was low man 
on the bids on the wooden bridge for 
Santa Anita Canyon at the Sturtevant 
trail crossing. His bid was $495 
against $49S.5U bid by J. A. Webb. 
Other bids were: L>. M. Hanawall, 

$632, Marios & Munos, $793; W. H. 
McCune, $694; W. S. Martin & Co., 
*77!#; Mercereau Bridge and Construc¬ 
tion Co. *t>42. 

Trustee Dietz moved to award the 
contract to H. H. Steinberger. Truatee 
L. E. Steinberger said he wunted to 
protest once more ugainst erection of 
Hie bridge. The other trustees had 
previously made up their minds und 
there was no urgument. City Attornej 
Montgomery said there was no question 
in his mind but that the trail is al¬ 
ready a public street, but to satisfy 
that objection he would try to get a 
deed to the right of way from W. S. 
Collins, for presentafion at the next 
meeting. Accordingly Trustee Dietz 
withdrew his motion and uctiun on the 
bids was deferred one week. 

Protest on Sewer 

Messrs. Miller, Vogel and Sepulveda 
entered protest ugainst the sewer dis¬ 
posal plant as planned by Knglneer 
Blxby. They feared the appearance of 
and odors from the plant would dam¬ 
age their property on the east side of 
the Santa Anita wash. Mr. Blxby did 
not think their fears well founded. The 
trustees voted to refer the plans to the 
state board of health for approval and 
said when they were returned the Pro¬ 
testants would he given a chance for 
further conference over the project. 

Unequal License Burdens 

Members of the Merchants' Associ¬ 
ation entered vigorous protest against 
unequal or lux enforcement of the ordi¬ 
nance placing a quarterly license of 13 
on ail businesses. Messrs. Itennlson, 
Welsher und Norris addressed the 
board and submitted a list of about 
forty concerns or individuals who were 
escaping the license tax. They criti¬ 
cised the apparent lack of system in 
keeping of license records and urged 
that the ordinance be enforced impar¬ 
tially or repealed, the trustees giving 
their assent. There wus a disagree¬ 
ment over the liability of some con¬ 
cerns to a license tax. A complete list 
of license payers will be prepared, and 
also of others who are liable and the 
■natter will be considered further. 


BUILDING IN CANYON 

Several new houses are being erected 
in the canyon this summer. Those un¬ 
der construction now are owned by 
Mr. J. Beeres, secretary of the Los 
Angeles Mineral Works, who is build¬ 
ing at the head of the canyon; Mr. 
Harrison of Glendale, and Mr. Farmer, 
who is employed at the Dos Angeles 
court house. These families expect to 
spend most of the summer here. 

BOABD OF TRADE MEETING 

Next Monday night is the regular 
Board of Trade meeting night. It has 
been customary to take a recess during 
the summer months and the meeting 
Monday night will probably be the last 
regular meeting until fall. 


"EFFICIENCY SOCIAL" FOR 
CONGREGATIONAL MEN 

Something of a novelty In the way ot 
church social affairs will be held this 
evening in the parlors of the Congre¬ 
gational Church. The affair is called 
an "efficiency social" for men. Refresh¬ 
ments of ice cream, cake and coffee 
will be served by the men for the men. 
The male sex will have the premises 
entirely to themselves. In addition to 
social features of the evening a llttla 
time will be devoted to consideration 
of what the men can do to make tlia 
church more efficient. All men who are 
members of or interested in the church 
are cordiully invited to be present. 


FOREST FIRE LAWS 

WILL BE ENFORCED 

Beginning of the dry season has 
brought the season of greatest activ¬ 
ity to the forest rangers and tire 
guards in the Sierra Madre mountains. 
Preparations have been made by For¬ 
est Supervisor Chariton to keep closer 
watch than ever on mountain ouling 
panics and enforce the tire laws rig¬ 
idly. Last season the system of re¬ 
quiring camp lire permits was tried 
out und gave excellent satisfaction in 
enabling the rangers to keep closer 
watch on mountain hikers. It will be 
used again this season. 

Violators of the lire laws will find 
no sympathy with Judge Strang, the 
new Justice of the peace in Pasadena. 
In sending two young offenders to the 
Juvenile court in Dos Angeles tills 
week he remarked: 

"Every means possible should he tak¬ 
en to warn the public of the extreme 
gravity of carelessness with camp tires 
in tile mountains. The rangers say they 
will cover the Held even more thor¬ 
oughly this year than they did lust. 
This means a lot of arrests unless more 
care is shown in future than In tha 
past. Persons caught violating the tire 
laws are liable to a tine of not less than 
$50 or more than $500, or Imprisonment 
in the county jail of not less than fif¬ 
teen days or more than six months, or 
both line and imprisonment. 

"With all that has been published 
regarding the danger of forest tires, 
and with all the warnings that are 
posted through the mountains, there 
is no excuse whatever for anyone 
neglecting proper precautions In the 
mater of lire in the mountains, and 
neither is there any excuse for per¬ 
sons not knowing that they are sub¬ 
ject to arrest and punishment If they 
violate the laws indicated in these 
warnings. Courts of Pasadena and 
other cities are heartily In sympathy 
with the work of the forest rangers, 
und will support them in it." 

I*ast summer thirty or forty per¬ 
sons were arraigned in the Pasadena 
courts for violations of the fire laws 
and their fines ranged from $50 up¬ 
ward.

Modern dances ure so odd that when 
the freak dancing contest wus an¬ 
nounced the Judges found it difficult tu 
distinguish anything out of the ordi¬ 
nary when the dancers tried comedy 
stuff, but tlrst honors were accorded 
Miss Yerda Appleby and Mr. Cleorge 
Norris, with Miss Donna Moses und 
Mr. Victor Hill second.

Randall of Highland 
Park, who has been in correspondence 
with the board, upon the Hood control 
problem. The visit will occur about 
August 15, and u public hearing will 
he held In Dos Angeles.

Mrs. Preston was a native of Bald¬ 
win.

f). Johnson, and was fifty years of age. 
She was married in 1XX6 to George E. 
Preston and was the mother of seven 
children, of whom live remain to com¬ 
fort their father. They are Warren 
Preston who came recently from Se¬ 
attle with his wife to be with Ills moth¬ 
er at the end, and ihe daughters, Avis, 
Myrtle, Ellen and Margaret. She also 
leaves one sister. Miss Margaret John¬ 
son of Minneapolis. 

The family had resided In Minneap¬ 
olis, Springfield, Mo., and Seattle. Mrs. 
Preston came to Sierra Madre two 
years ago, with her daughter Avis, In 
search of health, and the rest of the 
family Joined them a year later. 

Mrs. Preston had always taken a 
deep Interest in religious work and was 
a member of the Christian Church un¬ 
til she united recently with the Con¬ 
gregational Church of Sierra Madre.

ARCADIA WELL DRILLERS 
STRIKE WATER IN WASH 

Arcadia's new municipal well Is be¬ 
ing sunk in the Santa Anita wash near 
Live Oak avenue Just east of the C. C. 
West property. According to reports a 
line water supply has been located 
there. The well is less than half a 
mile southeast of the Sierra Madre 
city wells on East Central avenue. D. 
A. Heck <Xr Son submitted the follow¬ 
ing report on tlie well to the Arcadia 
trustees, according to the Arcadia 
Journal: 

From 1 to 36 feet—Gravel and bould¬ 
ers. 

From 36 to 126 feet—Water, gravel 
and boulders. 

From 126 to 132 feet—Current. 

From 132 to 155 feet Water, gravel. 

From 155 to 162 feet—Clay. 

From 162 to 16X feet—Coarse water 
gravel. 

When the 119th foot was reached the 
Hue water gravel caused the water to 
rise 2 feet in the pit, thus making the 
water stand at 34 feet from the surface. 

The well Is still being drilled and 
from present indication this one well 
will develop over 100 Inches of water, 
and the second well is to tie commenced 


EDITORS ARE 
ENTERTAINED 
AT VAN NUYS 

Members of the Isis Angeles County 
Press Association enjoyed an auto trip 
on Monday over the greater part of 
the city of Los Angeles, being guests 
of the Van Nuys chamber of com¬ 
merce. The Van Nuys people, having 
recently annexed Los Angeles, took ad- 
wintage of the opportunity to display 
the wonders of the valley empire which 
now constitutes Ihe greater area of the 
city. 

The Van Nuys people invited each 
editor lo "bring a wife,” not specifying 
whose wife. "Our wife” found the In¬ 
vitation, so we took our own. Most of 
the other editors appeared on the scene 
under the same conditions. There were 
about titty In the editorial party which 
swooped down on the Van Nuys people. 

Autos were uwaiting the arrival of 
the editors, and they were soon spin¬ 
ning over tlie boulevard toward San 
Fernando Mission. "Boulevard" ts 
right. The people who laid out that 
tract of land provided abundantly wide 
roadways, with wide parking space 
whieh was planted to palms, trees, 
roses and other shrubs. Ornamental 
light posts grace the roadside by day 
and furnish illumination by nigtit. 

Characteristic American neglect of 
things of historical Interest is shown 
by the present state of San Fernando 
Mission. Passing the mission the party 
visited the enormous impounding res¬ 
ervoir of the Los Angeles aqueduct, 
now tilled with water from tlie Owens 
river and the high Sierras. Water for 
irrigation Is now furnished a portion 
of the valley from this reservoir and a 
system of ditches and conduits are under 
construction to put the water all over 
the part of the valley which recently 
annexed Los Angeles. 

From the reservoir, the party made 
a big swing around to ohatswurth and 
thence down to Owensmouth. South of 
Owensmouth is the Elliot-Brand model 
dairy, where milk and butter are han¬ 
dled with the exact methods of a sci¬ 
entific laboratory. 

Magnificent Schools 

In all the population centers of the 
valley the importance attaching to 
schools was in striking evidence. At 
Owensmouth a line grammar school 
lias been erected and a high school is 
about to be commenced. 

Van Nuys boasts with Just pride of 
her new $120,000 high school. Upon re¬ 
turning to that city the editorial party 
were taken to the new building which 
had been occupied only that morning. 
After inspecting the beautiful, well 
equipped class rooms and laboratories, 
tlw party assembled in the large audi¬ 
torium. There is what is claimed to be 
tlie lirst pipe organ ever installed In a 
high school in the United States. The 
organ was built in Van Nuys by the 
Johnston Organ Uompany which has a 
handsome factory there. Ernest Doug¬ 
las. one of the well known organists of 
Los Angeles, gave a short reeitul, and 
a representative of tlie organ company 
gave an interesting demonstration of 
the construction of the organ with its 
two manuals, twenty-eight stops, and 
many modern Improvements. 

Ladle* Serve Banquet 

At tlie close of the organ demonstra¬ 
tion. Mrs. II. J. Whitley, president of 
tlie Woman's Club, invited the com¬ 
pany to the town hall for a banquet to 
tie served by tlie club ladies. Many 
citizens were also seated at the tables 
and witnessed the demonstration of 
editorial capacity for chicken pie and 
oilier good things which must have 
been a revelation. 

Following the feast Editor KelTer of 
the Van Nuys News presided during an 
interesting toast program. Messrs 
Andrew and Whitsett put the 
finishing touches to the welcome which 
the editors had been made to feel all 
afternoon. Messrs. Harlan Palmer of 
the Hollywood Citizen, S. M. Greene of 
tlie Inglewood News and C. E. Jones of 
the Lancaster Ledger voiced the ed¬ 
itorial appreciation of the entertain¬ 
ment of tlie day. Congressman C. H. 
Randall was called upon at the close 
of the program and said regardless of 
the kind of speeches other people might 
make nowaduys they seemed to expect 
tils speech to lie "dry."

Six Rules to Observe to Prevent 

Disastrous Fires in the Mountains 

RULES TO PREVENT MOUNTAIN FIRES 

Precautions of the simplest kind would eliminate most of the los- 
resulting from forest fires, as shown by reports on the causes of the 
fires in the reserves last season. 

Much could be accomplished by observance of the following six 
simple rules: 

1. Be sure your match it out before you throw it away. 

2. Knock out your pipe ashes or throw away your cigar or cig¬ 
arette stump where there is nothing to catch fire. 

3. Don't build a camp fire any larger than is absolutely necessary. 
Never leave it even for a ehort time without putting it OUT with 
water or dirt. 

4. Don’t build a camp fire against a tree or a log. Build a amall 
one where you can scrape away the needles, leaves or grass from all 
sides of it. 

6. If you discover a fire, put it out if possible; if you can't put it 
out, get word to the nearest U. 8. forest ranger or state fire warden 
just as quickly as you possibly can.
